Applicant's arguments filed on 1 1 December 2003 have been fully considered. Claims 1- 
6 are therefore allowed with the additional limitations included. 

Examiner's Statement Of Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record in this application fails to disclose or reasonably suggest all of the limitations to a fiber 
grating filter optical waveguide device is disclosed by Applicant. Specifically, Applicant 
discloses a fiber grating filter optical waveguide device with an optical fiber made essentially of 
silica with a slanted Bragg grating region, the Bragg grating region covers with a layer with the 
same or higher refractive index than the cladding and is covalently bonded. The closest prior art 
of record is International Publication Number WO 00/70379 to Chen et al. Chen et al. discloses 
a filter primarily made up of silica with a fiber grating, where the grating area is covered with a 
layer with an index of refraction les than, not greater than the cladding layer. But Chen et al. 
fails to specifically disclose the type of grating to be a slanted Bragg Fiber grating and that the 
layer and the cladding are attached by covalent bonds. Therefore, claims 1-6 are allowable.
